Fuel tank danger 
‘more dramatic 
than Newport 
- The danger from fuel storage tanks was “more dramatic” 


than that from the Newport Power Station, a Williams- 
town councillor said on Monday night.

The tribunal wrote a

The obvious answer is

At this end of the 
district, commissioned 
officers for the Footscray 
zone have their office in 
the former Kingsville po- 
lice residence and for the 
Williamstown zone share 
the former residence with 
Williamstown CIB, 

Several weeks ago 
there was a strong rumor 
Newport police station 
was to he linked to 
Williamstown and based 
there, so the Newport 
station could be used for 
a Crime Car headquar- 
ters. 

But a new OC was 
recently appointed to 
Newport —_ Senior-Ser- 
geant Ken Billmann -—— so 
it appears this proposal 
has been shelved or 
scrapped. 








The over-all answer is 
to split M. District onto 
two, -forming another 
new district this side, 
possible Gellibrand Dis- 
trict, with the boundaries 
of the Gellibrand elec- 
torate. 

This could embrace the 
Williamstown and Foot- 
‘stray zones of M District 
— Footscray, Yarraville, 
Kingsville, Newport and 
Williamstown police sta- 
tions. 7 

And, Altona could be 
detached from V District 
and added to the new dis- 
trict. 

This would make a 
compact district easy to 
cover and administer. 

Footscray has a popu- 
lation of about 52,000; 
Williamstown has about 
28,000 and Altona about 
32,500. : 

Surely these 112,500 
people are entitled to 
adequate and effective 
police protection? - 

In saying this, I mean 
no criticism of the pre- 
sent police in the area. 
They do an excellent job 
in difficult situations. 

Difficulties such as 
overcrowding, shortage 
of men, shortage of ve- 
hicles —- and a badly-or- 
ganised district geo- 
graphically. 

We'll be sending a 
copy of this article to the 
new Chief Police Com- 
missioner, Mr. Mick 
Miller in the hope it will 
give him food for 
thought. 

And perhaps district 
MPs could take the issue 
up with the Chief Sec- 
retary, Mr. Dickie.
